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Oerbo-Croatian  is  the  language  of  about 
14  million  Serbs  and  Croats  in  Yugoslavia.  You  will  some- 
times hear  people  referring  to  Serbian  and  Croatian  as 
though  they  were  two  entirely  different  languages  but  there 
is  probably  no  greater  difference  between  them  than  there 
is  between  British  and  American  English.  The  Serbs  and 
Croats  understand  each  other  without  any  difficulty  and 
this  Phrase  Book  will  serve  in  any  part  of  Yugoslavia.  In 
the  few  cases  where  the  Croatian  word  is  different  from 
the  Serbian,  both  words  are  given. 

There  is  a  great  difference  in  the  writing,  since  the  Serbs 
use  an  alphabet  of  the  Russian  type  while  the  Croats  use 
one  like  our  own.  Both  the  Serbian  and  Croatian  spellings 
are  given  in  the  Phrase  Book. 

This  Phrase  Book  contains  the  Serbian  and  Croatian 
words  and  expressions  you  are  most  likely  to  need.  All  the 
words  are  written  in  a  spelling  which  you  read  like  English. 


Each  letter  or  combination  of  letters  is  used  for  the  sound 
it  normally  represents  in  English  and  it  always  stands  for 
the  same  sound.  Thus,  "oo"  is  always  to  be  read  as  in  too, 
boot,  tooth,  roost,  never  as  in  blood  or  door. 

Syllables  that  are  accented — that  is,  pronounced  louder 
than  others — are  written  in  capitals.  Curved  lines  (w)  are 
used  to  show  sounds  that  are  pronounced  together  without 
any  break;  for  example,  "KwNIG-eh"  meaning  "books."

In  each  section  you  will  find  a  number  of  ques- 
tions, each  one  so  phrased  that  the  Serbian  or  Croatian 
speaker  will  answer  Yes  or  No,  point  out  the  direction, 
give  you  a  number,  etc.  If  you  don't  get  an  answer  you  can 
understand,  use  one  of  the  following  expressions:
